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Claims 16-32 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 7. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sandys (4,807,562), Hauser 
(4,142,004) or Mahawili (4,834,022) for the reasons stated in the previous office action. 
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Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Choi (6,183,563) for the reasons 
stated in the previous office action. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Turlot (6,502,530) for the reasons 
stated in the previous office action. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sandys, Hauser, Mahawili, Choi or Turlot for the reasons stated in the previous office 
action. 

Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-15 are considered allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicants have argued that none of the cited references teach the claim 1 
limitation of "directing the gas stream exiting each gas outlet in at least a generally 
centripetal path". It is first noted that the claim limitation referred to also includes the 
phrase "at least initially", as in "each deflector being proximate to one of the gas outlets 
and at least initially directing the gas stream exiting each gas outlet in at least a 
generally centripetal path". Secondly, it is noted that the dictionary definition of 
"centripetal" is "proceeding or acting in a direction toward a center or axis" (see copy of 
the dictionary definition attached to this office action). A review of the cited references 
shows that in each case, an apparatus is disclosed which includes plural gas outlets in 
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a peripheral surface of a gas head, wherein the gas stream exiting each of the gas 
outlets is directed at a deflecting surface (which is a "deflector" as claimed), wherein the 
gas stream is deflected in such a manner that the deflector at least initially directs the 
gas stream in a direction that is toward the center or central axis of the apparatus. 
Thus, in each cited reference the deflector surface at least initially deflects the gas 
stream in a direction that is in a generally centripetal oath .
